The U.S. has one ofthe highest mortality rates for dialysis 
patients in the industrialized world. Tb make matters wot^e, a 
recent study found that dralysis patients were more Ukely to die 
while receiving treatment hum for-profit chains than nonprofits. 


But for years, the government declined to 
release infoon the performance of indi- 
vidual dialysis providers — until recently, 
when ProPjbbca. a nonprofit journalism 
orgonizadon. obtained the data through 
u Freedom of Information Act request, 

The ProPubbea data reveals mortabty 
rates, how well infections are treated, and 
the bkebhoadofreceivingakidney trans- 
plant. amongother factors. Mostof Philty’>i 
40 centers peril rmedjust fine, according 
to the government data. Some -- like the 
Children’s Hospital ofPhiladelfhia — even 
passed with flying colors. But five Philly 
facilities received trbi4>ing scores: 

1 . Fresenius Medical Care, at 421 6 
Market St., has a transplant rate that’s 
49 percent worse than the government 
expected, meaning patients will have to 
wait longer than usual to receive their first 
kidney transplants. This, in turn, lowers 
dreir diance of survival. 

2. The overall mortality rate at iUbert 
Einstein Medical Center, at 6601 
Old York Road.is 63 percent worse than 
expected. Its mortabty rate forflrst-year 
putientsis 42 percait worse. 

3. The mortnbty rate at DaVita's Cobbs

ized system is ‘an unparalleled disaster,' and.what's more, that 
a $10 million contract to rebrand the PLCB is 'unparalleled waste.' 

Despite his ire for the PLCB. though, Wanamaker is even more 
exjdicit in his defense of the state store system — theprcq>osed 
elimination ofwhich, he says in conckision, Is paramoimt [sic] 
to an unfettered assault on the control system and die 
common good — internal^ and externally.'

It’s a fitting testament to the legacy of 

Thoodorc DcRccsc Pcndcrgrau that on entire generation 
begins iu critique of any male vocalist with, “Well, he's no 
Teddy Pendergrass . . . ' 

Tliey’re right, of course. "IfYou Don't Know Mo By Now” 
has been covered countless times, and in many cases by very 
talented performers, yet none have ever npproochod the 
elegant majesty of the original. 


While the Census Department claims it doesn’t collect data 
on'^ose sorts of things,’'tlie odds are better than average 
that, if you were bom after 1980, you were conceived to the 
strains ofTbddy's signaluro song, "Lovo TKO.” If you were 
lucky enough to have had your hr.st slow dance to 'Close the 
Door,” you've had a smile on your face ever since. And until 
scientists figure out a way to reproduce Turn Off the Lights" 
in pill form, the world will have to make do with\^gra. 

But the most remarkable thing about Teddy Pendergrass 
was that despite having been confined to a wheelchair for 
nearly three decades — almost half of his life — Teddy’s 
story isn't a tragedy, but e uniquely inspirational lesson 


in perseverance. It was Just three years after Oie 1982 car 
accident in which he was paralyzed that Tbddy returned to 
the stage, and he did it at Live Aid in front of aTV audience 
of 2 billion. Teddy went on to form the Teddy Pendergrass 
Alliance, which helps people who’ve suffered spinal cord 
injurioB, and in 2007 ho took to the stage at the Kimmcl 
Center for Teddy 25, which celebrated his triumph over 
hisuijuries. 

It’s hard to imagine any other entertainer bouncing back 
the way Teddy did. Than again, everybody else is no Teddy 
I’eudargrass. — Xad/ieyAnonynious

The Sprite 

A well-loved pcrsonalitymPhiJiy's 

nightlife scene and a fixture in Northern Liberties, Sabina 
Rose O'Donnell was just 20 years old when she was raped 
and killed in the early morning hours of June 3. The shocking 
crime was the most talked-about murder of 2010 for many 
reasons, some more diflleull to parse than others. O'Donnell 
was by all accounts a beautifril, popular young woman {"an 
otherworldly, magical little sprite," according to Tommy Up 
ofP.Y.T, where O’Donnell worked), her open-book reputation 
ampli^di^ the rage felt by close friends and casual acquain- 
tances alike. The crime resltaped perceptions of Northern 
Liberties, long a racially contentious neighborhood where 
gentrifreation is concerned. Finally, and most crucially, the 
revelation that O’DonncU’s killer was Donte Johnson, an 18- 
year-old black male from a nearby housing project who was 
arrested on June 16 and later confessed, sparked fiery debate 
between those who blamed him squarely for his sins, and 
those (like The Roots' AJimir ‘'?usstlnve"Thompson. who’s 
spoken publicly on the matter) who lent empathy to the teen- 
ager, attributing his nihilism to our city’s systemic and sodo- 
political shortcomings. In other words, O'DonneU’s death has 
spidcr-woUied in so many directions, it's easy to lose touch 
with its profound sadness. May this daughter, sister, friend 
and Pliiladelphion rest in peace . — DrtwLazor

After taking classes at the Institute 
of Intomationiil Studios in Geneva, she began a career at the 
State Department as a U.S. foreign affairs officer She recruit- 
ed technical aid toAfghanistan, Ceylon and Nepal, and later 
utilized her diplomatic expertise to help initiate President 
Harry Truman’s Point Four Program, a plan that shared 
Western ideals about science, technology and democracy with 
third-world nations. After getting married in 1953, she closed 
tlmt chapter and moved to Bryn Mawr to open another: 



She would spend the rest of her life dividing time between 
family and volunteer work in her church and commiuiity. 
Througliout the '80s she served as the Women’s Cummittee 
vice chairwoman at the University Museum, where she had 
the opportunity to trot across the globe as head of long-range 
planning and cataloguer of the museum’s artifacts collection 
A longtime member of tlie Church of the Redeemer in Bryn 
Mawr, she traveled to Malawi in her 70s to estabbsh the 
congrcgaticin’sA&ican Children’s Mission.

The Consummate Adviser 

I^Crh^pS it S for the best that OrtUeb'sJaazhaus 
closed its doors back in April. While the city's Jazz scene 
appears more emaciated than ever, it’s hard to imagine the 
NoLibs joint without Sid Simmons at the piano bench. The 
very definition of a local legend, Simmons’ fame outside 
of Philly never approached the reverence in which he was 
held here at home. At 63, when he passed away from cardiac 
arrest on Nov. 5 following a lengtliy illness, Simmons was 
young to be regarded as an elder, yet that was the role he 
took on as mentor to countless up-and-coming musicians. 
Pianist Orrin Evans, trumpeter John Swnna, saxophonist 
and bandleader Bobby Zankcl — all throe are very diSer- 


ent musicians, but all are quick to credit Simmons’ guid- 
ance and encouragement as crucial to their own develop- 
ment. His most important role was as part of the Ortlieb’s 
HausBand, whose long-running jam session kept alive an 
apprenticeship system once crucial to the music but rap- 
idly fading. He, bassist Mike Boone and drummer Byron 
Landham became known as the Philly Rhythm Section, an 
unofficial honorarium that acknowledged not only their 
cohesiveness but their role as an embodiment of the city's 
jazz sound. — Shaun Brady

A former associate 
professor and department head of PhutoAraphy, Kobemiuk relumed to the CollejJe in 
2<K)S. "I understand what skills students need to be successful as a cameraman, editor 
and producer, " he said. 

In the first year, students will receive the strong teclmical foundation necessary for 
performing a number of tasks, such as camera operation, lighting, audio acquisition and 
editing.

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CHASING PERFECTION 

Afterthree years of experimenting and heavy 
lifting, An American CNnese fineds Utopia.

M itch Murzec and his bandmatce used to haul a vintage 
organ to all their shows. 

It was a Lowrey Genie, one of those bulky wood-panel 
things with obbng. multicoloied preset knobs; something you’d 
expect an old lady at the front of a small-town church to be play- 
ing. Down the steep steps for an in-storo at The Marvelous, up the 
narrow hall at Ji^ny Brenda’s — all this physical exertion and 
eSn-t. just so they could use the organ on a single song. 

They don't do that anymore. “Wejust gotridoTChasing Rabbif 
in our set hat,' says Joy Marzec, Mitdi’s sister and a keyboardist/ 
vocalist in An American Chinese, 'It made things so mucheaaierr 
The song is a standout on the band’s finally completed debut 
full-length. tAopian Thw. and fans will certainly miss it when An 
American Chinese pJaysits record release at KungFu Necktie 
tonight But theyll appreciate tlie reasoning, Afterthree years 
oftinkering. recording and reworking, the album is ready, and 
the bond is anxious to pick up the pace.

area bouse, the band expounds on how “Chasing Rabbif came to 
be. Guitarist Mark Skierski recalls finding theoigan. and jdaying 
with the presets. Those old organs have drum-machine lotqjs." 

This led to the skittery, not-quite-bossa-nova. not-quite-two-step 
beat that opens the song. Mitch says, 'We pressed three of those 
keys together and hit diis fudeed-up combination.” 

Next, Becoi Hustoncame up with a muffled, minimalist ba saline. 
Keyboard trills were added later, and live drums, and Mitch and 
^erski eventually leapt head-on into a fierce acoustic guitar duel. 
As the song unfolds we hear stufT that sounds like pan flutes, vocal 
echoes and mcxlulations, mixed 
to keep the driving folk-p<^ song 
in the forefront, but with a sui^ 
real bed anihored by the Lowery 
Icxip. Over months upon months, 
these parts were recorded to 
tape and refined, finally getting 
flown into Mitch's Mac work

The Campanaro brothers update a Queen 
Village restaurgnt relic for 2011 .

Tfl Hsten close enou^ inside Village 
Belle. I can still hear tlie scrape of the 
whisk against the co[^er bowl. It had to 
be 15. IGyears ago, backwhenthetheatrical 
Italian restaurant Frederick’s still existed. I I [itnniiiitniit 

was a tdd. enchanted by the tuxedoed captain 

stationed at my table, transforming egg yolks, 

sugar and Marsala into a glossy zabagtione he’d ever tu ally pour 

over a martini glass of fresh berries in a cinematic custard cascade. 

Don't ask meifFiederick'szabaglione was any good. I don't 
remember. But I do remember the grandeur of it all: the sweeping 
river views, the impeccable uniforms, the live piano. I remember 
thinking this had to be the finest restaurant in the world. 

Some time between my growing up imdFroderick'sevcntual clos- 
ing in 2008, it became apparent thatitwasn’teven the best restau- 
rant in Philadelphiu. but there was no place like it There are many 


places like Village Belle, its seasonally driven, sorta-Mediterraneun 
successor, but more often than not you’ll depart the canopied front 
door remembering the dinner rather dian the ^ow, 

Joey and Lou Campanaro are the resurrectors of this atoned 
space, Both are chefs, and though their cooking careers have 
taken them out of the dty — Joey owns Manhattan's Little Owl 
and Market Table and ispartner in Kenmare. while Lou has 
cooked in Colorado and Miami, and more recently at Cherry Hill’s 
Olive and Bluckfish's short-lived Stone Harbor location — the 
sibling are South Philly bom and bred, and Td put their gravy 
up against my grandmother’s anyd^. 

Whether as a dip for delicate fried calamari, moistener for mini 
meatball sliders or red -carpet gown for gossamer crespelle, the

snow framed the Belled canopied entrance, 
but under the coffered ceilings, it felt like Fourth of July. 

Those ceilings, chocolate-brown and cmwn-moulded, pitch to 
meet a wall of windows, where just beyond a grassy knolL the 
Dodiside apartment pier twinkles like a grand ocean liner. To max- 
imize this panorama, the Campunaros went all Visigoth on the 
room,breakingthrough frescoed walls to reveal original brick, top- 
pling tall columns with Styrofoam comioes.

cent lounge and original bar, a mahogany behemoth 
spared during renovations. It's currently the spot to expe- 
rience the meatballs that eamedJoey acclaim at Little 
Owl. Like the marinara, these break-apart-tender orbs 
of beef, pork and veal are from Grandmom Bova’s recipe 
files. Pan-fried then simmered in gravy, they Join fresh 
parsley leaves and grated Pann on house-baked shder 
buns scented gently with caramelized garlic. 

This style of soulful, homespun Italian cooking is 
Lou’s springboard. The baked manicotti his mother 
used to make when they lived around the comer has 
been remade into the aforementioned crespelle, thin egg 
crepes folded like fans around ricotta and pine nuts and 
baked in tlie oven until their Parmigiano dusting turns 
crunchy and gold. These neo-manicotti arc ethereal, but, 
Lou jokes, "My mom's not too happy about it." 

If you're considering dinner here. I'd recommend delay- 
ing any 2011 fitness resolutions — carbs are the forte. 
Imagine the must delicate ravioli ever, round with wavy 
skirts, stuffed with housemade pork sausage, sautded tur- 
nip tops, mascarpone and robiola. You’d think it a rich dish, 
especially glossed with brown butter, but a clandestine 
spark of lemon kept each bite bright like a firecracker. 

There's a lovely Caprese-inspired risotto, too, its rice 
coaxed into creaminess by crushed tomatoes instead of 
stock and topped with a runny bundle of beautiful bur- 
rata. Even the potatoes (mashed Red Bliss, basket-weave 
rbstil arc worthy diet adversaries, often stealing the 
spotlight frum the somewhat pedestrian mains they're 
supposed to support, in this case a classed-up chicken 
Marsala on the bone and a dry, overcooked strip steak in 
a muddy porcini-shaUot demi. The scallops also disap- 
pointed with an uneven pan-scar and a bland "crimson 
and gold" flannel hash ofbeets and potatoes designed to 
evoke the sclrool colors of Central, Lou's alma mater. 

My idua! meal at Village Belle would be built around 
pasta and starters, because so many are so great 
— husky escarole soup with mini versions of those meat- 
balls; a "napoleon” of red beets and chBvre served with 
crisp, balsamic-anointed arugula;calamari, either fried 
or poached with shrimp and scallops for a lemon-y sea- 
food salad tangled with loUo rosso lettuce. And plenty of 
the house-baked caramelized-onion focaccia, of course. 

When the desserts arrived, I tried to play it off like I 
was too full, but there was no resisting the devil’s food 
cake, bittersweet under a veil of dark ganache, jeweled 
with juicy Amarena cherries- The ricotta dieesecake 
flecked with orange zest was light enough to float off 
the plate (though tho lemon honoy and crushod pista- 
chios would have been better on lop, rather than in a 
sticky splotch alongside it), and the fresh-from-the-oven 
Granny Smith crisp with walnut streusel served with 
cinnamon golato wins my award for best in town. 

The desserts' entrance wasn’t heralded by rolling carts 
of brass and gold, but 111 remember them for their pastry- 
precise execution and pure flavors. Ghosts of restaurants 
past may still haimt Milage Belle’s address, but this new- 
comer has a helluva future ahead.
